I suggested that 
the Grattans be rebound and the bindings of the later reports 
merely repaired. The binder reported that he could repair the 
Grattans but the recent books would have to be rebound. I have 
seen many of the later Virginia reports go to pieces under use. On 
my table is a copy of the Code of 1919 which has not been much 
used, yet the pages are already beginning to come ou.. 

It would be hard to find better made law books than the Grattans 
or the Code of 1849, and perhaps equally hard to find as poorly made 
books as we have been getting for sometime. Can nothing be done 
about it?
